The coin was created to attract more 
visitors to Saskatoon’s attractions, 
which in turn would create better busi- 
ness for Saskatoon merchants. 

“We have excellent sites, festivals 
and tourism businesses in this commu- 
nity,” said Brandt. “We know that resi- 
dents are the best ambassadors of 
tourism we have.
